OLOUDBUKSTH IN THE EASTERN 


TART OF THE EMflliE, 


No Intention ui' Kegiuniuir a Tariff 


War Against the United 


States. 


BiiiiuN*, August 7.—Tho cloudburatg 


and inundations which have dovaeted 
tho eastern part of Germany are the 
worot which have occurred since 1870, 
According to tho local otattstics, 105 par- 
sons wore killed in Silesia alone and in 
Saxony tho casualties will not fall short 
of ISO. The financial losses foot up over 
150,000,000 marks.

Hucltiig of tlio Stockholders of tlie 


producers' Asswiiitiou 


Yesterday. 


At A meeting o( tho BtockhoKlera ot 


the Producera* Ksisin Packing Com- 
pany yesterday Mternoou it was decided 
to retire from business if a euflicieiHly 
large pack cannot he obtained during 
the fleaeon tit band. Tbo outlook is that 
many growera who have heretofore 
m-en members ol tlio association will 
eel! their crops to deal or a for cash,am! 
it is not believed that tho ca-operativ 
institulio:) can aecure raisiua enough to 
warrant putting up a pick. 


Most of the co-operalive packinghouses 


in the county will probably be closed 
tins Boa*on for the same reaaou tha 
compels the Producers to retire. The 
following arii the associations ol prow 
ore which have packing; houses, ant 
whiun havo engaged in inisinusa duriuK

While the ealablidumeats were oper 


at»tl independently o£ one another, the 
have all aold ttieir panka through on 
head, \V. F. Foreey, manager of thel*r( 
ducers', disposing of the output of a 
the packinghouses. The association 
have had varying success during th 
years they hAve been organized, an 
they were an important factor in th 
business because of the large amount o 
raieine they handled eome seasons. 


But it eeems tbat the market was mis 


judged last year, and that about ha 
the pack of all these packinghouses wa 
held in the expectation of a rise i 
prices after the beginning of tbe yeai 
But the rise did not materialize, an 
the result was a loaa to the firowora be 
cause they could bava Bold lor cash be 
fore tbe holidays at better prices. Thi 
logs was not nearly so great as has bee 
reported, however, and the members of 
the association realized as much as did 
many who sold to dealers for cash be- 
fore and after tbe period of higher 
prices. 


Yet this mistake in holding the pad; 


cause.l dissatisfaction among those be- 
longing to the co-operative concerns. 
Tim result was that when the present 
season opened with a good prospect of a 
fair cash price iu tho sweat box many of 
the growers who bad disposed of their 
cropa through tbo co-operative associa- 
tions announced their intention of with- 
drawing from those concerns. 


At a itiBaling of the Malaga organiza 


tioa last Wednesday night there were 
only two growers who expressed their 
willingness to Jet the organization han- 
dle thair cropa this year. Tnare was 
not quite a quorum tit tho meeting n: 
the Produce™' y&atonlny, and it ia evi- 
dent that the members are not taking 
much interest this eeacon. 


Of course if a number of tho growers 


change their minds and become willing 
to place their crops in the market 
through their own uutiuciea again, then 
the packing-bouses will he reopened. 
Hopes are entertained rbel this will he 
dona, although it eeom; unlikely. 


It is not known whether all the above 


named aBBOciilions will cloaa business, 
but according to reports it ie presumed 
that they are in the eatno poaition as the 
Producers' Company of thia city. 


There are many who regret to eee the 


termination of the co-operative plan for 
frrosrera to market their raising. It is 
the opinion of many that tbe only way 
iu which tbe industry uau be placed 
upon a profitable basis, which shall be 
permanent, ia through the organization 
of the growers themeelven to handle the 
marketing of tho crops. It IB contended 
that it was due to these associations of 
producers that the othoi packers were 
compelled last year to hogln otFuriug 
cash for raieine in order to remain in 
business, because the growers bad be- 
come disguetod with the commission 
system and were rapidly joining tho co- 
operatives. 


On the other hand it ia asserted by 


eome that the co-operatives have been a. 
disturbing factor in the market, and 
prevented combinations ,to maintain 
higher prices. There are arguments ad- 
vanced on both aides, and of course it 
would be somewhat dUlicult to arrive 
at a correct judgment in the matter. 


It cannot bo caid, however, that the 


retirement of the associations from 
busiuods thia ee^aou proves that co- 
operation ia a failure. 
Undoubtedly 


when dealera try to impose upon the 
grnwcra, then tho co-operative associa- 
tions cau he formed with good results.

Tho postage WUB paid on de- 
livery ly tho recipient, and as no cred- 
it was given tho incursion of a postman 
into u poor neighborhood was watched 
on all sidus with fear rather tluin hope. 


Coleridge, tho poet, saw a poor wom- 


an declining to accept a letter oil tho 
score of inability to pay. Tho good 
mituratl bard (doubtless with somo diffi- 
culty) found the required iiitioponco, 
despite 
the woman's romonstranees. 


When tho postman had gono away, sho 
showed Coleridge that tho letter was 
but a blank shoot of paper. Her brother 
had arranged to Bond her at intervals 
such a shoot, addressed in a certain, 
fashion, as evidence that all was well 
with him, and she as regularly, after 
inspecting tho address, refused to nccept 
it. Somo humorist ou ono occasion eout 
ont largo cumbers of letters, each on a 
sheet us largo us a tablecloth, nil of 
which had to ho delivered as "ainglo" 
missives. 


This system practically stifled written 


intercourse among tlio working class aud 
pressed with sevority upon tlio iniddlo 
cliiss, but tho rich and highly placed 
entirely escaped postal taxation. Tho 
privilege of fraukiug covorod tho corro- 
Kpoudonco not only of ministers, peera 
and memljors of parliament, but of 
their relatives, friends aud acquaint- 
ances. 
While in ono year early in tlio 


qocon'H reign no less than 7,400,000 
letters wcro franked, a single London, 
firm paid annually £11,000 for postage 
and a writer in Th« Qmirterly rofr-rml 
llippantly to "so slight and rare an iu- 
rideiit in a laborer's lifo as the receipt 
of a letter." Among the "packets" 
franked was a grand piano. An army 
of clerks was employed toils tho charges 
to bo collected, and Hie postal revenue 
remained tilalionary between 1815 and 
ISao, although in the sanio period tlio 
populalioiiim-reaFod from l!»,r,i)0,000 to 
35,000,000. 


Moved by this stale of tilings, parlia- 


ment in ISilS) adopted Itowland Hill's 
proposal of uniform inland penny pont- 
age, which came into operation on .Ian.

trivance of tho popo to enslave the .souls 
of Englishmen. 
It was doKcribed as 


"sedition matin easy." Tho postal au- 
thorities, who is 178-1 had opposed tho 
institution nf mail coaches, weru im- 
placablo enemies of penny postage. Tho 
postmaster general of ls:J», Lord Lich- 
flold, bused his objections on tlie, curi- 
ous ground that tho buildingatKt. Mar-

enough. Tho iwcrctary, Colonel Maber- 
ly, constantly repeated, "This plan wo 
know will fail," 


As we know, it succeeded, and tho 


penny rato has been generally adopted 
iu Europe an well as in tho United 
States. Tho number of letters rose from 
80,000,000 in 18U7 to SDH,000,0011 in 
J8-17, and for tho year ending on March 
81, IS'JT, about
